An old hunter tells of a curious ex­ 
perience he had some years ago in the 
Ozarks.

ond round the old panther crouched as 
if for a spring. 
She crouched lower 
and lower and kept drawing her feet 
closer together. 
She kept her eyes 
fastened on the mound of leaves all 
the time and swayed her tail from side 
to side with a slow, regular motion. 
“When she had gathered her feet as 
close together as she could she sprang 
for the pile of leaves. 
She landed in 
the very middle of the pile and gave 
several long, wicked rakes with her 
hind feet.

son of a humble Asiatic chieftain, rose 
by the sharpness of wit and strength 
of arm to be master of twenty-seven 
kingdoms extending from what is now 
the region of Moscow clear through 
India. 
Tamerlane was a terrible fig­ 
ure and a mighty warrior. 
I11 those 
days men fought with brute force rath­ 
er than with engines of war. 
The 
svrord was the chief weapon of offense. 
After a mighty struggle Tamerlane 
made himself potentate over the im­ 
mediate nations of Asia and gave to 
the city of Samarkand a brilliant place 
in history. One by one the Asiatic sul 
tans came under his sway. 
India was 
the rich prize, and against it Tamer­ 
lane determined to move. This w’as in 
1398. 
With his host he crossed the 
Indus, marched to Delhi and stood in 
arms before the gates. The Indian sul­ 
tan, at the head of 50,000 soldiers and 
a herd of elephants, whose tusks bore 
poisoned swords, rushed upon the in 
vaders. 
Tamerlane was sore pressed, 
and the battle might have gone against 
him had he not fallen back on his 
camels. 
Hastily gathering a troop of 
the beasts, he had them loaded with 
hay. 
Then, setting the hay on tire. 
Tamerlane’s soldiers stampeded the 
camels toward the ranks of the Indi­ 
ans. The elephants, at the sight of the 
blazing hay, wheeled round and fled 
in terror, scattering the Indian sultan’s 
army and insuring the success of Tam 
erlane.—Strand Magazine.

Rut there is a lot o f opposition to 
the C raw ford F airbanks-T om T a g ­ 
gart-D onn R oberts brand of D em o­ 


cracy down in 
Shelby county. 
1 he 
county is fairly bristling with Demo­ 
cratic insurgency. 
The 
good 
old 
stronghold has been turning up Avitli 
m am m outh D em ocratic m ajorities at 
everv election and tile D em ocrats of 
Shelby county 
evidently feel 
that 
they are entitled to a word now and 


then. 


The 
intim ation 
m ade 
by 
the 
speakers from Shelby county 
that

highw ay commission were created by

ocratic m achine in In d ian a and who 
are looking fo r rew ard. 


It is true th a t there

tion in Indiana. 
Also there should 
be 
some uniform ity 
in 
m ethods. 
Placing 
road control under 
some 
system with a

would 
doubtless help the

ed am ong tin* counties on tliif b a s is 
of the am ount received 
from 
the 
counties from such registration tax. 


The sam e com plaint has alw ays 
been m ade of the sc h o o l fund a p p o r­ 
tionment. 
Rush county 
and 
other 
prosperous counties help support the 
schools of counties not a s fo rtu n a te 
as Rush. 
The 
w ealthier 
counties 
help the poorer ones. 
Although 
it 
a p p e ars to be ju st, the m ore fo rtu n ­ 
ate counties might tak e into consid­ 
eration the fact that counties such 
as Brow n would not have much re v ­ 
enue fo r school p u r p o s e s without the 
help from counties like Rush. 


The sam e .thing applies to the road 
question. 
Although it m ay seem un ­ 
fa ir fo r R ush 
county 
automobile 
ow ners to pay more into the state 
tre a su ry th an is received back for 
use in building roads in Rush county 


yet iî would not be a pleasant thing 
to ride in Rush county all the time.

morning and from 1 to 5 in the a f ­ 
ternoon and then it is difficult to get 
the pupils to go home, In* said. 
The 
schools are open evenings and the 
lihnries are always open to tlie dis­ 
posal o f the people 
The schools are 
made tlie center o f community life. 


Only one-third of ihe pupils are 
on the grounds at a 
time 
so 
the 
grounds do not have to he so large, 
he declared. 
The school farm had 
just been started when Mr. Geraghty 
was there, hut he said it 
had 
not 
proved quite so successful us other 
ventures of the schools. 


One noticeable feature, Mr. Ger- 
aghtv said, was the order about the 
schools, the manliness of the hoys 
and the air o f industry’ and helpful­ 
ness which was to he found. lie said 
the Gary system offered a less for 
other places. 
He pointed out that 
most school sy-tem s were not the re­ 
sult of the study of one person or a 
group o f persons of the conditions 
and an effort to meet them, such as 
had been the ease at Gary, 
lie said 
the le-son was that we should not 
follow the traditional 
method 
hut 
hould study' 
community 
conditions 
and meet our own spec mi* problem-. 


Mr. Thomas, who opened the dis­ 
cussion, confessed that he knew lit­ 
tle about tlie Gary schools 
except 
what he had read occasionally, 
lie 
declared wrought to consider it seri­ 
ously for the success it had achieved 
hut that we should 
hesitate 
about 
supplanting 
our 
schools 
system 
which have not grown up in a day 
with one which has sprung 
up 
so 


quickly. 
“When William 
Wirt 
has 
been 
called to New York to give part of 
his time to establish the Gary sy s­ 
tem there, then it is time for ns to 
give some attention to it,” declared 
Mr. Thomas. 
“When a school prin­ 
cipal comes from London to study 
the Gary system , then it is indeed 
time for us to take 
some 
lessons 
from Gary. 
The plan 
should 
he 
commended because the schools are 
made more useful to the community 
and because pupils are attracted by 
the work. 
They tell us that from 4 
to 5 in 
the afternoon are the “ hack 
alley” hours of the 
boy. 
But 
at 
Gary the boys are in school at that 
time and are loathe to leave at five, 


they tell us. 
“The time will 
eoine 
when 
the 
Rushviile schools 
are 
better. 
The 
time may' 
come 
when 
Rushviile s 
schools will be the best in Indiana, 
and thait time will come

parents and citizens want it.” 
Mr. Thomas said that school bet­

Thomas declared. 
Mr. Thomas told

practical things in the system which 
makes school real to the boy and 
girl, and makes them feel their im­ 
portance by doing the real thing. He 
said their equipment for athletics is 
excellent.

should not have gymnasiums in our

Kinsinger was asked, to 
say something about the new build­ 
ing. 
He aid ii bad been built be­ 
cause of congestion, that some of 
the grade rooms o f the

had 
from 8 to 15 more pupils than they 
should have, which is not conducive 
ti* good work, 
lie declared the lo­ 
cation was the best available unless
